Jews who may settle as traders in that part of Africa, wherewith the Conference 
is concerned. This declaration is as follows: “All the Powers (represented at 
the Conference) will protect and favour without distinction of nationality or of 
creed, all religious institutions and enterprises, tending to instruct the natives and 
to make them understand and appreciate the benefits of civilisation. Liberty of 
conscience and religious toleration are expressly guaranteed to natives as also to 
foreigners. The free and public exercise of all religions, and the right of erect- 
ing religious edifices, shall not be submitted to any restriction or hindrance.” 
We are reminded by this announcement, that one of the legal experts engaged 
at the Conference is our coreligionist, Professor Asser, of Amsterdam, Standing 
Counsel to the Dutch Ministry for Foreign Affairs.

The Talmud and the Midrash seem quite popular with the publishers abroad.” 


Dr. Wiinsche has scarcely. finished his German translation of Midrash Rabbah 
and the’ Pesikta, and from M. Schwab is still due the French translation of more 
than half of the Jerusalem Talmud. We now find a publisher at Innsbruck 
(Tyrol) issuing a prospectus in which he announces a German translation of the 
Babylonian Talinud by the “ best known Talmudic scholars of our time.” The 
names of these scholars are not’'given. Are they Jews or Christians, or both ? 
For our own part we hail with pleasure the idea of the Talmud—so often 
attacked and slandered by malicious and ignorant scholars and pseudo-scholars— 
being made accessible to the public at large by means of translation into modern 
languages. Of course, no translation will ever give a fall and clear understand. 
ing of the Talmud, written, as it is, in such a laconic style, as often to puzzle 
the best commentators, past.and present. 


The appointment of the Rev. Dr. Stern, Minister of the Liverp: wl New 
Congregation as Principal of Aria College, presents an opportunity for effect- 
ing a very desirable modification of the relations subsisting between the two 
Liverpool Synagogues. The dissension which led many years ago to the seces- 
sion of some of the members of the Old Congregation and the establishment of 
a second synagogue was produced by comparatively trifling eanecs. Though 
harmony has always prevailed between the two congregations, the schism was a 
regretted one, inasmuch as it divided the resources of the Liverpool Jews with- 
out yielding any countervailing benefit. Thus ever since the establishment of 
the New Congregation, two sets of synagogal oflicers and two cemeteries have 
been maintained. The result has been an unnecessarily increased expenditure, 
which we should imagine that our Liverpool brethren would gladly see reduced. 
The removal of the Rev. Dr. Stern to Portsea, offers an opportunity for effecting 
a part of this reduction. . Why thould not an arrangement be made for dividing 
the ministrations of the Rev. J. Polack, the Preacher of the Old Congregation, 
between his own place of worship and the Hope Place Synagogue ? This would 
admit of the opportunity of a competent Chazan for the latter synagogne—one, 
we mean, who would both give pleasure to his flock and do them credit in the 
eyesof their neighbours. The opportunity might be further utilised for dis- 
cussing a scheme for a federal union of the two congregations on a basis similar 
to that of the United Synagogue. Such a scheme is most desirable in the interests 
both of union and economy. 


The Odessa correspondent of the Times gives some interesting and 
highly instructive particulars concerning the want of success of conversionist 
operations in Russia. A certain Mr. Reabedy, according to the Novoje Vremya, 
recently arrived in Lithuania from England, and opened a missionary campaign 
against the Jews. But though he prosecuted his efforts for several weeks, and 
was even able to carry on disputations with the objects of his tender attentions 
in the Jewish-German jargon, he succeeded in securing one convert only—‘‘a 
poor little outcast orphan girl, whom he came across at 6rodno.” We do not 
know whether Mr. Reabedy is particularly jubilant over this captive of his mis- 
sionary bow and spear. He certainly will be so if he is a professional conver- 
sionist. But proselytizing Christians of the better sort will not feel very elated 
at the success of operations, the sole result of which is the gathering into the 
fold of one forlorn child, who had neither the wit to answer the arguments of the 
missionary, nor the power to resist that particular argument of his which took 
the form of food, shelter, and protection. Probably Mr. Reabedy may wax 
pathetic, when opportunity serves, Over the forsaken condition of this Jewish 
damsel ere Christianity came to rescue her ; but his enterprise has its comic, as 
well as its touching, side. Being in Lithuania it was ouly natural that the zealous 
conversionist should “catch a Tartar.” He thought he had got a prize in a 
“ young Jew” who professed an anxious desire to become a Christian, It turned 


out, however, that the desire was simply assumed to enable the anxious enquirer 
to decamp with some of the missionary’s property. The “young Jew ”-was a 
knave, of course, and richly deserved punishment. tut the incident showr how 
absurd it is for persons to believe in the professions of sincerity which are made 
by, or on behalf of, Jewish “converts.” All that these “converts” want is 
money, and nothing else. 


So thinks the Times Odessa correspondent. He caps his qnotation from the 
Novoje Vremya by stating his own experiences. For ten years a paid agent of a 
conversionist society, himself an apostate Jew, has been at work at Odessa. There 
are some 70,000 Jews in that town, and of that large number not one has been 
won over to Christianity during these ten years. This suecessfal missionary receives 
L214) per annum for his fruitful labours. Since, therefore, he commenced opera- 
tions at Odessa he has been paid no less than £2,000 for accomplishing nothing. 
And so the money goes. The Times correspondent points out that Jews do not 
want to be converted, as a rule: when they do, it is from considerations of 
worldly profit. -Ile might have added that’ the few who are actuated ‘by these 
base motives are the moral residuum of the race, who are only a source of. weak- 
ness to Judaism, and can by no possibility be a source of strength to Christen- 
dom. Would not the supporters of conversionist societies do well to ponder this 
truth? Let them ask themselves whether they could not find a better use for 
their money than the subsidising of attempts to convert the Jews, which result 
either in winning over persons of indifferent character to the Christian camp, or 
in no conversions whatever, real or unreal. 


Much as the disastrous condition of the Jews in Roumania generally entitles 
them to our commiseration, those of our brethren who have the misfortune to 
live in the Doboruscha deserve éSpecial pity. Prior to the Russo-Turkish war, 
the Dobrudscha was a province of Turkey, and its Jewish inhabitants enjoyed 
the same rights as their fellow-countrymen of other creeds, The Berlin Treaty, 
however, entirely changed the situation of the Jews when it gave the Dobrudscha 
to Roumania. Henceforth the Jewish population, accustomed to the easy-going 
government of the Turks, fell under the merciless rale of Roumanian prefects 
and their subordinates, and every kind of chicanery was devised in order to 
deprive then of the right of residence. Some months ago,-as many as 135 
persons, professing the Jewish faith, were expelled from Kiustendjie as “ vaga- 
bonds,” although they had regular occupations and were able to produce receipts 
for the payinent of taxes. Under any other régime than that of Roumania, it 
would seem incomprehensible that the Jews should suddenly become * vaga- 
bonds,’ whilst Turks, Greeks, Bulgarians, Armenians, and even gypsies should h 
recognised as useful citizens of the the State. It is but just to state that the 
non-Jewish population does not altogether share the anti-Semitic prejudices of 
the authorities, for both at Toul@ha and at Kiustendjie, Jews last year were 
elected to seats in the respective Municipal Councils. 


Our recent statement that at one time a Jew actually reigned in Moldavia 
(Roumania) must have aroused curious retlections particularly so when con- 
trasted with the recital of the oppression under which the Jews now labour in 
that countay. The authority for this somewhat remarkaole fact was, as we have 
already mentioned, a letter addressed by the Austrian Ambassador in Constanti- 
nople to the Archduke Ernest at Vienna. The document which was dated 1501, 
and was written in archaic German, is sufliciently interesting to warrant its 
reproduction in an English garb, as it also throws light on the power exercised 
at Constantinople by a Jew residing in thatcity. The letter of Dr. Pezzen is to 
the following effect : 

. . « « The poles are greatly disquieted on account of the flight of the 
Woiwode (Prince) Peter of Moldavia ; they are afraid that he has taken the road to 
Poland. for he was in great favour with the people, and especially with the Polish 
lords . . . ., In the meantime another has taken his place, who, it is said, is a 
friend of Petrascu, and came with him from Poland. His name is Emanuel, of 
the Hebrew race: he has become Woiwode in Moldavia, thanks to the “hoggia "’ 
of the Sultan, the Mufti, and chiefly to a Jewish notable, Salomon Tedeschi, who 
is now actually factotum of the Grand Vizier, and in reality because he gave to the 
Sultan alone 300,000 ducats, and 200,000 more to different persons, but apparently to 
please the English “ Orator.’’ Nevertheless, he has many enemies, and many believe 
that he will be dethroned before leaving here, as was -previously the case with the 
Prince of Wallachia, 


Dr. John Stoughton in his recently published work on the “Spanish Re- 
formers” condemns in sufficiently distinct language the persecutions of the 


‘Jows in Spain. He tells at length the strange story of Lucero (or Tenebro), the 


notorious President of the Inquisition at Cordova, whose inhumanity aroused the 
indignation of his own coreligionists, intolerant as they were. In 1606 it was 
rumoured that a grand conspiracy was afloat to re-iatroduce Judaism—that nans 
and other ladies were scouring the country to revive the Jewish feasts and Syna- 
gogue worship, an1to pull down the Holy Catholic Church. The houses of rich 
Cordovans were entered, the occupants dragged out of heir beds and thrown 
into prison. Lucero soon found that he had gone too far, and that he had 
altogether imperilled the authority of the Inquisition, The city rose up in arms 
against him: The Inquisitor-General, however, stood by his infamous subordi 
nate, and denounced by name a long list of “ nobles, monks, nuns, canons, and 
magistrates,’ as being sympathisers with Judaism. Various attempts of the 
citizens to depose Lucero by legal means having failed, they attacked the prison 
in October, and liberated a large number of prisoners, and seized on some of 
the officers of the Inquisition, whom they incarcerated in their place. Lucero 
fled, and, of course, lost his office. The saddest aspect of the whole affair is 
that the indignation of the Cordovans betrays no sympathy with Jews—on the 
contrary it was dictated by horror at the very charge of regarding Judaism with 
lenient eyes.

JEWS AND MONEY-LENDING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—The thanks of every lover of Israel and Judaism are due to you for your 
“ Note of the Week’ on this subject. It is quite time that something was done to 
neutralise the evil effects produced upon the general estimate of the Jewish charac- 
ter by the proceedings of the money-lending fraternity. In the first place, we can- 
not be too energetic in our endeavours to impress upon the public at large the truth 
that Judaism has no sympathy whatever with usury, and that the great: bulk of 
our coreligionists earnestly condemn, and are heartily ashamed of, those who prac- 
tise it. For this reason I, in common with the majority of your readers, have read 
with much satisfaction the sensible observations which you printed last week, I 
trust that you will return to the charge at an early opportunity, and by repeated 
attacks demonstrate to non-Jews that the usurer’s trade is one which receives no 
countenance whatsoever—on the contrary, only scorn and contempt—from our 
community, 
In the second place, your remarks on the subject have the additional merit of 
indicating the necessity for the formation of a strong communal opinion in regard 
to money-lending. It is surely not enough that our neighbours should be told how 
greatly Jewish usurers are cstranged from the sympathies of their coreligionista, 
The truth must be practically evidenced by the attitude adopted by the community 
towards these obnoxious members, As you justly observe, “if members « f congre- 
gations confer communal honours upan men engaged in a business which neces. 
sarily drawa upon.them contempt and hatred, they assume the great responsibility 
of bringing dishonour upon the Jewish name,” If naught of the -accursed thing 
is to cleave to our hands, if we are to be wholly acquitted by popular opinion of 
having a sneaking love for usury, and of morally “comforting” those who ply the 
usurer s trade, we must persistently refuse the latter every public distinction that 
we have it in our power to confer. There nust be no money-lenders on the Com. 
mittee of a Synagogue or a Charity ; and the honour of being called to. the Reading 
of that Sacred Law which solemmly warns us against usury must, especially on the 
most important festivals, be steadfastly denied to the man whose whole life is one 
long disregard of that warning. Such a course will have a beneficial effect outside 
the community ; but it will do good inside it as well. It is impossible to believe 
that so unmistakeable an expression of communal opinion will not exercise a whole- 
some influence upon the persons who have given rise to it. Show the money-lender 
that he is, from the communal point of view,a pariah ; let him feel by the cold 
shoulder that is turned to him in the synagogue and the council-chamber that. his 
profession is regarded with general reprobation by his own brethren, and the sense 
of shame which, I believe, he already experiences, will be very greatly enhanced 
The result will be a practical one. Yor even if the man himself does not forsake 
his unsavoury vocation, he will refuse to bring up his children to it,* The tribe 
may then die out in time ; atany rate we shall be spared the humiliating spectacle 
of young Jews, and even Jewesses, who are little mcre than children, carrying on 
the business of the usurer, and setting ill-natured tongues wagging about the per- 
verse direction taken by Jewish precociousness. 


It is quite time, Sir, that more vigorous steps were taken to eradicate the evil 

which has so long been growing in our midst, You have recently pointed out that 

the reputation of the community is in the keeping of the humblest Jew of the 


East End, It is also true—though the truth is a more familiar one—that the com- 
munal good name is wholly at the mercy of the unscrupulous Jew, be he poor or 
rich, \ The injury which the mouey-lenders inflict upon us is incaleulable, : Their 
proceedings are constantly being dragged before the public gaze through the instru-’ 
mentality of the Law Courts : and every such exposure of the iniquity of one Jew 
means the heaping of fresh, but undeserved, discredit upon all Jews. We in Lon- 
don suffer enough in this way ; but in small provincial towns, where everybody is 
_identified, and everything known, the mischief has become unbearable, Surely in 
our own interests we shall do well to remove this plague-spot from our mids: 
The task will demand resolution and courage, of course, To refuse communal 
honours to the men of whom I am speaking will involve the synagogue or the 
Charity in a pecuniary loss, But let us make up our minds to face this loss, for the 
sake of our credit and our horoar. It is well. too, to be on our guard against cer- 
tain specious argument which may be used on the other side.’ It is sometimes 


urged that if the money-lender exacts intefst at usurious rates, he has hi- justifi- 
cation in the weakness of the security, It is argued, too, that it is inconsistent to 
condemn,one particular species of money-lenders, when bankers and bill-brokers 


are money-lenders, and yet not a finger is raised against them, But such sophistry 
must not blind our eyes to the truth, There is no iniquity in dealing in inouey, any 
more than in dealing in any other commodity. The opprobrium which rightly 
attaches to the money-lender’s valling arises from the circumstances in which hé 
plies it, He deliberately chooses a field of action which it is impossible for him to 
occupy without involving himself in discreditable conduct, I could tell many a 
tale, drawn from my own personal experience, of the injustice and the suffering

Sik,—I must ask you to allow mea little of your valuable space in order that 
I may say a few words in favour of a charity whose claim to the communal con- 
sideration you advocated in your last week's impression, I allude to the Penoy 
Dinners, 

The subject has lately been occupying a prominent space in the columns of the 
daily papers, and although there have been divergent opinions as to the appreciation 
of these dinne?s by the class they are intended to benefit, opinions founded cn the 
different experience of the various writers, not one word has been said against their 
utility. The physical benefits that are eonferred upon the children of our poor by 
giving them a nonrisking meal dai'y have always been acknowledged, but it is only 
lately we have begun to perceive that by this mears better educational results must 
ensue, and that from the same charity there spring both physical and intellectnal 
advantages, the extent of which it is impossible to over-estimate. 


Nor, it we reflect 
a little, does this combination of benefits seem extraordinary. 


We have but to con- 
sider how inferior would be our own intellectual work if we were fo sit down hungry 
to our appointed task, and how our energy and mental vigour would gradually 
diminish if mal-nutrition week after week lessened our physical strength. How 
could we ever have 
ren! I know it will be said that our Jewish mothers, in that love for their 
little ones which we gladly acknowledge is their general characteristic. will not let 
their children go all day without food, But, as the writer of the leading article on 
this subject in last Saturday's Zimes clearly pointed out, the food that the mother 
provides is too often, for many reasons, almost entirely devoid of the requisite 
nourishing qualities, In summer time the bread and butter, bread and treacle, and 
bread and dripping which the child brings to echool for its dinner may suffice ; but 
in the cold days of winter more is required to maintain the little frame in vigour ; 
and all hononr tc the Charity which steps in and provides a wholesome hot dinner 


duily for the hungry little ones, Surely the work it does has a claim upon the 
sympathies of all, 


We shall do well to let our young folks assist us in the good work of helping 
their less fortunate brothers and sisters gf here is au innate desire in childrey to re- 
lieve suffering, and most of them are loath to pass the beggar in the street without 
giving him money. It is for us todirect their charitable feeling into a proper channel, 
and teach them where their money may be well bestowed ; and as our happy little ones 
sit down to their well prepared and plentiful meal it is easy to arouse their sympathy 
for children who, less favoured than they, must without their kindly intervention 
go allday hungry.

Let the contents of these boxes 
be given to the managers of the Penny Dinners, and | venture to think that by this 
means no really poor Jewish child need go without a nourishing meal everyday. I 
have heard it said that there is always time enough for children to hear about want 
and misery, and that we only make them miserable by prematurely letting them 
know of the existence of sufferirg. But Ido not agree with this doctrine, I think 
there is no greater blessing, no surer means of winning happiness for cne’s self than 
striving to render other people happy, and that the sooner we let our children partici- 
pate in this work the sooner we shall let them taste the purest pleasure this world 
can afford, It will be a joy which, unlike others, will not bring satiety, Children 
grow weary of toys, and tired of amusements, but they will ever feel a keen sense of 
pleasure in the knowledge that they have benelited .others, and thus well bestowed 
charity will bless both the giver and the recipient. Let our little ones who delight 
in “making a feast’ make a real feast, to be partaken of by hungry boys and girls 
Let them feel that they are being of use, and the happiness that this feeling brings 
will help to make them earnest workers in the fields of philanthropy in the days 
to come, 

A word as to the appreciation of these dinners by those for whose benefit. they 
are intended, and I have done. One correspondent in the 7/mcs has found that the 
numbers attending them gradually decreased. It may be that the parents were too 
poof to afford even the small sum of a penny, or that the managers, in the effort to 
make the scheme self-supporting,.could not make the dinners very palatatle. | 
cannot believe that children would not gladly avail themselves: of a nice hot meal 
if it were offered to. them. For eight years I was in a provincial town where, 
during 12 weeks in the winter, a daily dinner was provided for the Jewish school 
childyen.. The average attendance at the school during the 12 werks 
was always wnusually large, in spite of the severity of the weather. The 
teachers, who were anxious for the children to make the proper amount of at‘end- 
ances, used to wish that the dinners could be continued all the year. 

Seeing the marifold advantages that must ensue from the Penny Dinners, I 


think we all ought to try to enlarge the sphere of usefulness of so deserving a 


Charity.

But now most English Jews and Jewesses read their prayers in the 
vernecular; children are taught to pray a¢ Aone in their own tongne so that they 
may understand their prayers, and yet no sooner do we enter the house of Gcd than 
in a parrot-like manner we repeat words (I cannot call them prayers) which come 
not from the heart, but from the lips only, 

Special prayers at weddings and funera’s, and on other occasions, are fre- 
quent'y said in English, and in eome synagogues the Prayer for the Royal Family is 
recited in English, though the minister has the Hebrew text befgre him, 

Our synagogues are empty; our young people absent themselves altogether, or 
join in the service in the most listless and indifferent manner, and this is because 
the prayers which are read fall on ears dvea/ to their meaning. Surely it is time to 
remedy the evil which threatens to abolish communal prayer.

JUDAISM AT THE EAST END. 
[CONCLUDING ARTICLE. ] 


WeE resume the consideration of this subject, which has been interrupted by 
the necessity of replying last week to the letter of the Rev. Gonvow Catturor. 
To the intrinsic importance of the question is added the temporary interest 
lent to it by the fact that it is to be brought under the notice of the Council of 
the United Synagogue by Sir pe Rotuscuitp on Tuesday next. 
We have already expressed our satisfaction at the circumstance that the 
religious condition of the East End Jews is to receive the Council's atten- 
‘tion. We indulge in the hope that the importance of the question will be 
fully recognised by our synagogue legislators, that they will rise to the 
height of its great argument, and deal with it in that broad spirit which has 
animated their President in introducing it for debate. We trust 


that in the coming discussion the Council will take no petty, restricted 
view of their duties and responsibilities. The financial standpoint is 
an important one, undoubtedly; but unless the moral growth of the 
United Synagogue is to be crippled, nay, unless its best objects 
are to be sacrificed, some questions must be determined by far higher 
considerations than those of pounds, shillings and pence. Even though 
the attempt to improve the spiritual status of the humbler orders of Jews 
may not promise pecuniary advantage—which we are far from admit- 
ting—the enterprise is one which ought to commend itself to the Council's 
BAA sense of duty. That the United Synagogue was established with the ulti- 
mate object of strengthening the religious life of the community is a propo- 
sition which we have taken pains to insist upon more than once of late. We 


see no reason why the accomplishment of this exalted aim should be limited 
either by geographical boundaries or by social landmarks. If the recent 


admission of the Dalston Synagogue is the expression of an iritelligible idea, 


it must be one that would prompt the Council to extend the salutary influ- 
ences of the United Synagogue to the most obscure conventicle of Spitalfields. 
| _ The spiritual welfare of the East End Jew ought, on every principle of 
| common sense, to be as dear to the Synagogue as that of his coreligionist in 
Mildmay Park. Most persons will think that the claim is astronger one, 


seeing that the existing provision for the religious wants of our hunble 


brethren is either inadequat: or positively mischievous, 

It is needless to recapitulate the evils which result from the system of 
which the Chebra and the Cheder are the concrete embodiments. They have 
been fully set forth in our previous articles on this subject. But, as we 
pointed out a fortnight ago, a large proportion of the poor are morally as far 


removed from thd sway of the Synagogue as though they lived in the wilds of 
Africa. Even the Chebra knows them not, a defect whieh has its consola- 
tions, inasmuch as they are exempt from some unwholesome influences, but 
which illustrates the completeness of the religigus isolation in which they pass 


their days. We have no desire to exaggerate, or to indulge in sensationalism. 
We are content to tell only the truth, and to let it plead for itself. It would 
be utterly misleading to compare the spiritual condition of the most forsaken 
East End Jew with that of the wretched beings who form the moral dregs 
of a Christian population, That the Church finds in the depravity and the 
stolid indifference of some of those entrusted to its care a rock against which 
”* its efforts dash in vain is a melancholy trath ; but it is one which, happily, 
has no counterpart in the moral condition of our own coreligionists. The 
Jewish poor may not be reached by the Synagogue ; but that is only because 
it makes no effort to reach them. And yet, despite their isolation, they do 
not sink into those depths of degradation which have too often been sounded 
by their immediate neighbours. They may be far removed from the centres 
of religious life, but they are not wholly cut off from the iafluences of reli- 
gion, for they have those influences within themselves. In every Jewish 
heart, however lonely and forlorn, there is a spiritual fountain whose waters 
never fail. The sordidness and the troubles of life cannot choke it; and 


though it be not reinforced from without, this tide still wells up from its | 


mysterious spring. The Jew may oceupy the lowliest place in the social 
body ; he may be subjected to the fiercest temptations and lead the hardest 
of lives. Yet in spite of it all he is still a Jew ; his religion abides with him, 
entwines itself with his thoughts, gives colour to his life. But this is no 
reason why he should remain, so far as the community is concerned, a reli- 
gious outcast. If the untilled field be not wholly barren, what fruit shall it 
not yield when it is diligently ploughed and sown ? 

Is it not a duty that we owe to these brethren of ours, who are 
in our midst but who are so far. off, to. develop the germs of an 
exalted life which they carry in their own bosoms? And can any body of 
men set themselves a task more worthy of enlisting their most strenuous, 
their most enthusiastic efforts? Surely in the presence of so noble a work 
the question © will it pay 7’ may well die on the lips in the consciousness of 
its miserable littleness, What can it matter whether ‘there is money in 
it” or not? The question is not one of money, but of duty ; and a duty it 
is to see that the hundreds of *our -brethren whose moral nature is 
stunted by being deprived of the full light of religious teaching shall hence- 
forth have due heed paid to their highest needs. And to whom does this 
duty. belong if not to the Synagogue, whivh, as the result of its essential 
character, as well as of the special intention with which the United Syna- 
gogue was called into being, is charged with the task of quickening dormant 
religious feeling. To stretch forth a helping hand to many a struggling 
soul, to nerve it to overcome temptation, to solace it amid the heavy trials of 
poverty and sorrow—and how sorely such comfort is needed by the poor none 
but themselves can know—to uplift it into higher regions of aspiration and 
endeavour than those amid which it is wont to haye its being—in a word to 
transform these struggling, forsaken brethren of ours into. Israelites whose 
Judaism shall be at once a source of joy to themselves and of strength and 
credit to the community—this is the work to be done, and there can be none 
more noble. To settle the salary of a Beadle, or to rectify a budget, is a 
useful achievement in its way ; but the lower levels must not perpetually 
chain our Teet, when there are sunlit peaks waiting to be sealed. 

No scheme for dealing with the spiritual destitution of the poor will be 
complete which does not contemplate the eventual appointment of a minister 
whose special business it shall be to remedy by his direct influence the evils 
indicated in these articles, He will necessarily be an ideal man, even as h’s 
duties will be those of the ideal pastor. _ It. will be for him, indeed, “ to 
preach good tidings to the lowly, to bind up the broken-hearted, to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison to them that are bound.” 
And if he is to suceeed he must possess that rare combination of sympathy 
and tact and knowledge which is needful for every minister, but, especially 
for the minister who would labour among the Jewish peor. Such a man 
may not be found at once, but the necessity of finding him must, neverthe- 
less, be steadily kept in view. His discovery seems to us to be the key of 
the whole problem. He will bring the comforting and exalting effects of 
religion to bear upon those of the poor who are attached to no synagogue, 
not even to a“‘minor” one. He will correct all that is unwholesome in the 
Chebra system ; for he will constitute religion a civilising and moral foree, 
instead of a power that makes for ignorance and superstition, and that 


numbs the moral sense. He will teach his flock that to patter strings of ° 


prayers without thought, and to go through a sort of ceremonial drill, is not 
the true duty of man ; end by such doctrine he will pall down the Cheder, not 
at once, but slowly, brick by brick. It is easy to dismiss such a forecast as 
visionary ; but the effect of such a man’s exhortations upon the lives of our 
humbler brethren would be far greater than we are apt to imagine, The 
poor are more tolerant of reproof than their brethren of higher degree ; they 
are far less inclined to think sermons a weariness of the flesh; they are more 
easily penetrated by the silent teaching of a good life. A pastor who would 
live among them, speak their language, and think their thoughts, and, out 


ot the fulness of his insight into their needs and their dispositions, give 


‘them wise counsel, might well effect a revolution in their religious and moral 


state. It would be worth while even specially to train a young man to fill 
the position of such a Bishop ix partibus. We may be sure that, failing such 
a labourer in the sacred vineyard, the work of morally acclimatising the 
the Russian immigrant, and bringing the Chebras into closer relationship 
with the United Synagogue will proceed but slowly. 

In the meantime, however, less heroic measures may be adopted, which 
will serve to prepare the way for the coming man, The Chebras must 
receive the attention of the United Synagogue. To use Mr. Sruraton’s 
reply to the intolerant veterans who wished to “crush out” young preachers 
they must be taken by the hand, not by the throat. No other course is 
practicable. On the other hand there is no need to “ subsidise” the Chebras, 
which some persons fear to be the policy we are advocating. To promise 
Jewish working men help to build a large central synagogue where the ser- 
vice and the mode of worship will necessarily be an improvement upon those 


held in a close room in some squalid lane, and where a sermon may some- 
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times be delivered which shall have an intelligible relation to the religious 
wants of the glazier and the tailor—this is not to subsidise ; it is to use the 
Chebra system as a means for effecting its own improvement. It is, further, 
to pave the way to bringing some of the supporters of that system altogether 
within the fold of the United Synagogue. To lead all of them thither 1s, 
we fear, impossible while England is still the loadstone of Russian emigration, 
But with judicious management the Chebras may be made the feeders of the 
United Synagogue, ‘ast as the militia is now being made the recruiting

TOLERANCE VERSUS INDIFFERENTISM. 
[BY MRS. MARY BOOLE. | 

Some sears ago two new Institutions for training young ladies as nurses for 
the poor were started on the then novel plan of entire religious toleration. Each 
was organised by persons of remarkable intelligence, In each, girls of any denomi- 
nation were eligible as pupils ; but in each the rule was made that a candidaté must 
register herself as belonging to some definite religious persuasion. The Superin- 
tendent of one of the Homes gave as a reason for this rule, that a woman who has 
no belief in the Invisible hardly dares listen to what is said by the dying; or, if 
she does so, breaks down in health under the emotional strain, It is not the business 
of 2 matron (she considered) to interfere with anybody's religious convictions ; but 
it ia her business to prevent those who have none from undertaking the arduous 
and painfal duties of a sick nurse, The explanation given by a well-known sur- 
' geon-philosopher, who assisted in organising the other Home, was equally striking. 
A person who refuses to give a definite account of his spiritual whereabouts, may, 
in an exceptional case, be a refined and subtle thinker on moral questions ; but the 
large majority of such persons prove to be, on the contrary, unsatisfactory and 
indocile ; and their presence in an institution dues ‘not conduce to its harmonious 

working. 

Such opinions as these, emanating. from the very focus of liberality and advanced 
thought, afford much matter for reflection. Common-place people naturally suppose 
that narrow-mindedness and indifferentism are the opposite of each other ; but wise 
men teach us to think that they are in reality only different aspects of the same 
disease, like the hot and cold fits of anagne, The best foundation for respect for 
other people’s religious convictions is not indifference to Truth, but the possession 
of convictions of one's own, strong enough and dear enough to make one feel grate- 
ful to those who, while not sharing them, yet show respectful sympathy for them. 
The absence of all enthusiasm leads, not to special tolerance for varied: forms of 
enthusiasm, but rather to contempt for all earnestness, and often, at la:t, toa weak 
impatience of everything which is not mere frivolity, 

To every race hasbeen given “a charge to keep; ”’ some portion of Truth which 
it is the function of that race to preserve intact in the form of a concrete doctrine. 
Each trath which is thus locally preserved as a doctrine by any one community has 
a moral essence, which is communicated by contact, and which insensibly permeates 
the minds of those who do not hold it in any concrete form, Each “ religion ” (so 
far as it is pure and true) is the discipline of a race, fitting it to see clearly the spe- 
cial truth of which it is the custodian, True tolerance therefore rests on a know- 
ledge of the grand Science of the differentiation of Humanity ; and meddlesome 
attempts at “converting ” others from their faith are the ontcome of ignorance of 
that Science, Those who have studied it are inclined to cling with intense earnest- 
ness to their own convictions ; but they are also anxious to encourage others to cling 
with equal tenacity to theirs ; and they desire to promote that mutual understanding 
which is essential to mutual edification, 

Mixed schools may, under wise regulations, be a means of education in true 
tolerance and mutual respect ; but whether they are to effect this purpose or to 


become a source of general corruption and disintegration of faith, must depend 
chiefly on whether the teaching given in them is based on a recognition of the doc- 
trine of differentiation, or on the ignoring of that doctrine. Mixed schools will be 
a danger to the faith of all parties alike, unless the children who are in a minority 
are treated somewhat as honoured guests, as visitors from a distant thought-country, 
who, out of their exceptional experience, can enlighten the majority. ‘“ Be not 
forgetful to entertain strange’s, for by so doing some have entertained Divine Mes- 
sengers,” and, “ Learn to understand the religion of the minority " are precepts, the 
sense of which should be ever present to the mind of a teacher in a mixed school, 
She should not ignore religious differences, but rather endeavour to utilize them, A 
clever Protestant teacher, in giving a course of Literature or History to a class the 
majority of whom are of her own denomination, may do much good by occasionally 
appealing to an Irish Catholic or a Jeweas to throw light on some special point 
connected with traditional customs, taking for a few minutes the part of pupil, and 
showing that she is glad to be instructed by one whose training has been different 
from herown, If two pupils of different denominations have been in common 
guilty of some serious fault involving deception or great selfishness, the teacher 
may administer a reprimand to the one of her own persuasion, and then ask the 
other to state what she supposes her religious teacher would say if he knew of the 
Or, ou a grave occasion, the Principal may request various clergymen 
to write letters of religious admonition each to the pupils of his own denomi- 
nation and read all the letters out to the whole school. The 
of condémnpation, expressed in varied phraseology, and founded on motives 
essentially the but «apparently . different, impresses the young imagi- 
nation, and helps to strengthen the idea that religion is not a thing which can 
be summed up ina few well-arranged ; sentences and thus disposed of: that it 
is a witness Who is behind all words, and Who, from out of the 
Unknown, rights wrongs by many various agencies. Of course no teacher should 
venture on experiments of this kind till she has sufficient experience to avoid the 
risk of stirring up profitless discussions, I am not here giving definite instructions 
to young teachers, but rather endeavouring to strike the key-note in harmony with 
which the tone of a mixed school should be pitched. Should it happen that a 
teacher gave such a lesson as I have described, the pupils ought to feel that it 
only expresses the attitude of the whole staff. In any mixed school where no 
allusion is ever made to the existence of differences in religion, or where the 
children who are in a minority are not treated with some slight emphasis 
of extra courtesy, there is always a risk that all parties will learn far more infi- 
delity than true tolerance from mutual contact. If religious differences are entirely 
ignored, children learn to think that arithmetic and grammar, which are constantly 
brought before their minds, are of more consequence than religion, which is per- 
sistently kept in the back-ground ; whereas the lesson of a mixed school should be 
this: Arithmetic and grammar are mere trifles ; any individual can gain clear ideas 
about them by learning from a text-book ; but religious Truth is too sacred for 
children to chatter about in their ignorance, too lo!ty and comprehensive for any 
one, however clever, to understand it hy mere intellectual effort ;.it can only be 
received by the cons'ant practice of charity and by a modest willingness to learn 
all that others have to teach.

But even where secular teachers underatand the nature of true piety in this 
manner (and many teachers now-a-days do understand it #0), the task of inculcating 
it is made needlessly difficult for them by the prejudices of parents. Jewish and 
Catholic parents sometimes expect that teachers shall, as a matter of courtesy (!), 
affect to ignore differences between the pupils. An artist and a teacher were once 
engaged together in designing fancy dresses for a children’s party, Among the 
little ones was a Jewess ; as 1 was told, “aperfect specimeaof the purest type of 
Jewish loveliness.’ Of course, the idea naturally suggested itself, to attire the 
little creature in some Eastern drapery ; from the point of view of the painter, it 
would have been a good lesson in colour; from that of a moral teacher, it would 
have been an opportunity for a lesson on the superior value of harmonised variety 
of type over an affectation of uniformity, Such opportunities should be eagerly 
seized, for children learn great + hilosophic truths far better from practical object 
lessons than from verbal expla: :tions, But in this case the artist was warned that 
she must not venture to carry out her design; the parents were sensitive about their 
Hebrew birth, and would be off. nc d at their child being recognised as a Jewess! 
“ What ails the people,” she exc: ed,in a burat of indignation ; “ what ‘has come 
over the world to make parents ashamed of their own child's beauty ?”’ 

What, indeed?) And the question suggests many others, How can children 
grow logical or honest if the r teachers are expected to treat them on the plan of 
ignoring obvious facts! How are we to teach our German and English Christian 
pupils respect for Jews, if young Jews are taught in the nursery to be ashamed of 
a little sister's beauty bccauce it manifests to the world her descent from their own 
grandmothers’ How shall respect for family ties be kept up among Gentiles, if 
the race which is supposed to be the official witness to, and guardian of, family 
loyalty, and to base its social ethics on the Fifth Commandment, is becoming dis- 
loyal to ‘¢s own ancestry? And how can religious toleration be taught in our 
schools if children’s minds are to be confused by an insincere pretence of ignoring 
differences? These are grave questions, which all friends of sound education would 
do well to consider, For my own part, if I were the proprietor of a school, the 
only class of children whom I should wish to exclude are those who are 
taught at home to be ashamed of their own origin, Learned and devout Christians 
have taught me to think that the most important factor in the moral life of Hu. 
manity is the perpetual witness borne by Judaism to the Unity of Truth, For the 
last thirty years (to my certain knowledge, and I believe much longer) some 
Christians have been intensely desirous to found religious unity and sound national 
education, not on such artificial equality as can be enforced by Act of Parliament, 
but on a cordial recognition of the mission of Israel among the nations, We are 
none the less in earnest because we work quietly, collecting no subscriptions, pub- 
lishing no advertisements, and issuing a0 manifestoes, but only exerting private 

influence where we have opportunity. Our position is not altogether an easy one ; 
in England it is in some respecta more difficult than that of the Jews them- 
selves, But whoever once gets his heart enlisted on theside of Israel becomes hence- 
forth impervious to all discouragement from the outside ; nothing that his fellow: 
Christians can say, in the way of either anger or ridicule, affects him in the very 
least, for he knows that the scoffers simply do not understand what they are talk- 
ing about, But when weare taunted by being told of Jews who have turned 
traitors to their own cause, we feel sorely disheartened. 


Of course, the persons originally to blame forall the evil against which I am 
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protesting were not Jews, Centuries of oppression and injustice have set some 
astray and lowered their self-respect, No words can tell how some Christians 
honour the noble majority who, in all ages, have remained faithful, or how bitterly 
we feel that our own side is chiefly to blame for the unfaithfualness of the few. Butt he 
important question for us isnot who was to blame longago, but what oughtto be done 
now. Having long studied the general attitu le of English Gentiles both towards 
Jews personally and towards the doctrine of Unity of which they are the natural 
custodians, I venture earnestly to repeat the advice which I gave a fow weeks avo 
to the readers of the

THE COLONISATION OF 


At the recent Conference held at NKattowitz. the delegates present virtually 
pledged themselves to use their utmost endeavours in obtaining support for the 
Colonisation Society formed at that gathering. In fulfilment of this pledge, Mr, 
Charles Wollrauch, one of the gentlemen who attended the Conference, and a mem- 
ber of the Central Provisional Committee appointed thereat, convened a preliminary

meeting at his residence, Great Alice Street, Goodman's Fields. on Thursday, the 


25th December, The meeting was numerously attended. 


Mr, CHARLES WOLLRAT: H, who presided, explained the object for which he 


had summoned the meeting; and after r verting to the proceedings of the Confer- 
ence at Kattowitz, he arged that the Jews of England should nct reniain behind in 
aiding the movement for the colonisation of Palestine. In Russia, their b-ethren 
had nobly come forward to help the cause, and as from his personal observations he 
feared there was still much yjersecution in store for the Jews in that country. it be- 
hove d all free Jews to lend them ou hie ly ing hand. At ‘he out ST. he did not ex; ect the 
movement would receive much encouragement from the heads of the Jewish com- 
munity in London, but he was confidentof hearty support from the less wealthy 
class, who would never forget the land of their ancestors, ‘ 

The Rev, B. SPIERS called attention to the presence at the meeting of Herr 
Werner, a Delegate from the“ Kolel Warsaw’ in Jerusalem, This body were appeal- 
ing to their Jewish fellow -townsimen in Europe to provide means for settiing 
families in the neighbourhocd of Shechem, where they conld comfortably thrive as 
manufacturers of dairy produce. With this object in view a so iety hai been 
formed in London, called * Pores Joseph,” and had issued about 800 collecting boxes, 
but there should Le a general collection:o aa to enable the Jews in Jerusalem to 
maintain themse!ves by the work of their hands instead of living on the proceeds 
of the Chaluka, 


After a few words from the Rev. M. Mast, Messrs. D, Jameson, E. Berg, and M, 


Van Thal, who recommended action in the interests of the colonisation of Palestine 
at large, and gave utterances to warnings against spliting up the movement into 
several sections, the members of the Society “ Poras Joseph,” then present, agreed 
to merge their interests in the larger body to be formed that evening. The follow- 
ing resolution proposed by Mr, D, JAMESe@N, and seconded by Mr, Evtiis Bera, was 
unanimously adopted : 

“Thac in the opinion of this meeting a Branch be formed of the Society 
mw Masw> for the promotion of the colonisation of Palestine, in accordance 
with the resolutions of the Conference held at Kattowitz, in November, 1884, and 
that the London Branch act in conjunction with the Central Committee in Berlin.” 

It was further resolved on the motion of Mr, Juttus WoLLRaAucn, that a Pro- 
visional Committee be formed, and that as soon as 50 members be enrolled, a public 
meeting be convened, 


The fol’owing were then elected as the Provisional Committee: the Revs, M. 
Ifast, J, Kohn-Zedek, N. Lipman, J. Reinowitz, and B, Spiers; Measra. E. Berg, D. 


Jameson, M. A, Lesser, H. Phillipa, J. Smith, M. Van Thal, and C, Wollrauch. 

Mr, Joseph Berg (to whom, we are requested to state, all communications. con- 
cerning the Society shouid be addressed at 32, Jewry Street, Aldgate) was appointed 
Hlonorary Secretary, pre fem.,and Messrs. J. Hirschbein and J, Kohn-Zedek, uuder- 
took to act as Honorary Hebrew Correspondents, 

About forty members were inscribed at the meeting, which, on separating, 
passed a vote of thanks to Mr, Wollrauch for the interest he has displayed in the

The bodies were id:ntified by Isaac Zernaman, the fatler, a 
carpenter, whose evidence was interpreted by Mr. haramelli, It appeared that when 
the alarm of fire was given, Aaron rushed upstairs to. look after the others and in 
the confusion the fire brigade officers and others on the spot were told that all the 
inmates had escaped, It was only after the fire was subdued that the charred 
remains were found and proved that Aaron, with his younger brother and sister, 
had been burnt t» death, All the parties in the house were uninsured, A verdict 
of “ Accidental Death” was returned,

THE SASSOON FAMILY. 


“Sir Albert Sassoon at Home,” isthe subject of an interesting article in this 
week § World. The greater part of the article is devoted to a description of the 
Hiignificent town-house of Sir Albert at Kensington Gore. We quote the fol- 
lowing brief hist vy of the Sis OOT family 


It ia almost an article of faith ina family knit together in the c'osest bonda, 
that every male member must pacs a certain time in China towards the eastern 
extremity of the vast network of basking and mercantile correspondence, the 
centre of which is Bombay. Sir Albert Sarsoon has now so long been resident in 
Eogland, and a noteworthy figure in London somety, that one has almost forgotten 
that he is a citizen of Bombay, a town which he has enriched by many magnificent 
endowments, The suceers of the Sassoons in London is by no means due to mere 
wealth. They have taste ond kindliness, and a certain unostentatiou-!y perfect 
way of doing things which commends itself to the British mind. 

That “ blessed word" Mes potamia describes the original home of the so-called 
Roth:childs of India, where they are only recent settlera. Some fifty years of 
residence in Bombay have, however, so thoroughly identified them with that place 
that there are people in England who are not quite certain whether they are Parsee 
hre-worshippers, Bramins, Buddhists, or Mahometans, the fact being tha: they are 
A-istic Jews,and no mire Arabs or Indians from living in Mesopotamia end 
Bombay than a Jew of Morocco is a Moor. The history of the Sassoon family 
¢ tforda a notable instance—excellence for Fenians and cther rebel Iri-h to remember 
of the power of law-abiding commanities to attract wealth to their shores, The 
grandfather of Sir. Albers Sassoon was a citizen of Baghdad, where he held the 
ottice of State Treasurer, and was the head of the Jewish community in Mesopo- 
tamia, with the title of Nassi, or Prince of the Captivity. Ilias soo, David Sassoon, 
beinga mon of great wealth, was selected by the ru'ers of the country as an 
excellent subject to extort money from. Whenever the fioances ran short-—a 
frequent occurrence—David Sassoon was submitted to the squeezing process 
common in the East, and for a while his great wealth enabled him to bear it fairly 
wil. At last, however, the exactions at Baghdad became #0 tremendous that he 
beata retreat to Bashire. on the Persian Gulf. While there his relations with 
India became more and more intimate, until he formed the idea of shaking off the 
thraliom of Oriental despots altogether, and placing himself, his family, and 
weaith under the protection of the English Government. He was some con- 
siderable time in mataring and carrying out this design, It was no easy matter for 
a wealthy merchant and banker, with correspondents all over Asia, to practically 
‘ump out of the lion's mouth. There are plenty of spies in Eastern cities, and any 
Liut of an intention to “ bolt  woald have caused summary action on the part of 
the authorities. But the Sassoons had many friends among their own peop'e. and 
if the oppressors of the rich Hebrew were greedy, their servants were corrapt; se 
that in 1832 David Sassoon tranefeired his fortane, at considerable tacrifice of 
course, to bumbay. where he amas:ed enormous wealth, extending his operations to 
(bina and Japan, as well as India, Africa, and Eastern Asia. Generous with hia 
vast riches, he commenced what might almost be called the career of benevolence 
eon inued by his eon, sir Albert who, being only fourteen years old when his 
father settled in Bombay, enjoyed the benefit of an BKuropean education. 
appreciation of this advantage was marked during his after life by an immense 
dovation to the Elphinstone High School at Bombay—probabiy the largest sam 
ever viven by a single person for one edacational purpose, the Whitworth scholar- 
ships alone excepted. His mansion at Bombay—a palace of great beauty called 
Fans Souci—‘s a centre from which have been distributed extraordinary sama for 
public works, such as the equestriaa statac of the Prince of Wales at Bombay, and 
for charitable purposes in Eovland as well asin India, Sans Souci has also been 
the scene of almost histovic festivities, notably the visit of the Prince of Wales in 
1576, and the ball given in 1472 to the Viceroy, Lo:d Northbrook, and the Governor 
of Bombay.

Mr. de Goldschmidt, grandson: Mr, James Leverson and Mr. George Leverson, 
brothers-in-law; Mrs. James Leverson, Mr. Lonis Leverson, and others, There were 
also present : the Revs, A. Lowy and l’rofessor Marks, and Messrs, J. Bergtheil and

DEATH OF LAND RABBINER DR HERNHEIMER., 


Dr. Sa’omon Herxheimer, Land Rabbi of. Bernburg, the capital of Avhalt- 
Bernburg (in the principality of Anhalt), died in that town, after a short illness, ou 
the 25th of December, and was interred on Sunday last. A epecial memorial rervice 
was held in the synagogue. The late Rabbi-was born in the year 1801 at Dotzheim, 
near Wiestaden, and was thus in the Sith year of hie age. As long ago as 1831 he 
was elected to the post of Land Rabbi, which he held to the time of hia death, ~ 
during the eame long period he also filled the office of Director of the Seminary for 
Teachers in Bernbore, Dr. Herxheimer was best known, beyond the immediate 
circle in which he exercised hia fanctions, by his homiletical and theological works, 
principal among which was a translation and commentary on the Bible, published 
in four volumes at Berlin in 1842. He also took much interest in the improvement 
of elementary education among Jews in Germany, and wrote various pamphlets on 
the subject.

Senate of the Royal Caria at Bada-Pesth, asa Court of Last Instance, 
on the 15th December, There riots tock place as long ago aa the 7th November, 
1882, and resulted in two of the ringleaders having been killed by the night watch- 
men. The persons accused of being concerned in these disturbances were in the 
first instance sentenced to imprisonment for several yeare. The Royal Curia, con- 
firming the opinion of the Conrt’s Second Instance, acquitted several of the 
prisoners an 1 reduced the term of imprisonmen; of one of the lealers from five to 
four yeors. 

At Nyiregyhaza the scene of the Tisza E-ziar trial, excesses against the Jewa 
are constantly taking place under the very eyes of the chief authority in the town. 


HERR EDUARD VON. HARTMANN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sirn,—In the Jewish Chronicle of December 5th, you noticed the appearance of 
Eduard von Hartmann’s new book, “Judaism in the Present and Future,” and 
observen that the author “ is reported to have treated his subject from an impartial, 
historical point of view.” Having read the work myself, I cannot agree with the 
judgment arrived at by the source whence you obtained your information, and I 
beg for a small amount of’ space in order to give expression to the contrary opinion 
which I hold. 

The greater part of the book is devoted toa repetition-Of Most of the unjust 
and long-refuted accusations and reproachgs levelled against the Jews and Judaism 
charges which do not become truer through frequent reiteration, Had Here Von 
Hartmann taken pains to study but half of the philo-Semitic and anti-Semitic 
literature of the present day he would have saved himself much time, ink, and 
paper. From the whole tenour of the book, it is evident that he has not penetra’ed 
deeply into the spirit and essence of the matter on which he sits in judgment. We 
cannot find therein the thoroughness of the philosopher, but the euperficialness of 
the wholesale dealer in the literary trade. 

As for Herr von Hartmann. he owes his title of a “ renowned philosopher ” 
more to the generosity of Herr F, Singer, of Vienna, than to the weight of his 
works or the depth of his thoughts. He is in vogue at present, and isa “ fashion- 
able’ writer, but he is seldom mentioned even at the lectures on Modern Philosophy 
at our Universities, His very modest share of real fame is due especially to his 
‘ Philosophie des Unbewussten ;"’ but the physical basis of the system laid down 
in this work has been proved by Professor Buchner to be absurd, and to rest on an 
erroneous perception of natural facts, 

The entire development of Herr Von Hartmann’s career favours the superficial 
character of his writings. First a lieutenant in the army, he subsequently became 
an artist, and at length anchored in the harbour of philosophy. Now he writes on 
almost every subject that can be treated anyhow, Ile has remained a sub-licutenant 
but now serves in the spiritual army. It may safely be left to the judgment of the 
reader to decide whether, owing to the circles in which Herr Von Hartmann was 
bred and educated, his impartiality has not suffered from prejudice. Take him all 
in all, we shall look upon his like again,

SAADIA GAON ON THE THIRTEEN M/DDOTH. 


Perhaps the whole range of Talmudic literature presents no subject more 
replete with difficulty, despite the amount that has been written to elucidate At, 
than the Middoth, or Logical Methods employed for the interpretation of Scrip- 
ture. The main cause of the permanence of this obscurity—apart from the 
natural intricacy of the inquiry—is, we conceive, the practice among writers of deal- 
ing too largely with the various points in detail, to the total exclusion of those 
general and comprehensive examinations which alone can result in a true appre- 
ciation of the exact function of the whole system. One step, and an important 
one. towards the removal of this fanlt would be the collection of the remarks of 
those Jewish Theologians who were at the same time acquainted with general 
philosophical methods, and with the principles of Aristotelian logic. Mr. Shechter 
has therefore done well to publish (from a MS, in the Bodleian Library, N, 
2 469° of Dr. Neubauer’s Catalogue), in our Hebrew contemporary, the 
B-th Talmud, a hitherto unedited treatise on the question by no less an authority 
than Saadia Gaon (802—942 ac.) Of course, the authorship is only an infer- 
enee, and Dr. Neubauer marks it as donbtfal, but Mr. Shechter,in his excellent 
preface, fully justifies his ascription of the work to Saadia. In the first place, 
as Mr. Sheechter argues, there is no a priori reason for suspecting the Hebrew 
Translator of dishonesty in his assertion that the work was Saadia’s. The pre- 
sent MS., we should add, purports to be a translation from the Arabic, in) which 
language Saadia composed several works. Then,again, we know on other grounds 
that Saadia did most probably compose sucly a treatise, and finally, the present 
MS. contains peculiarities which are umque, and which, according to Mr. 
Sehechter's cont ntion, W ith Saadia’s known views, Mr. Shechter promis 
to edit other MSS. dealing with the same subject, and we hope that he will be 
able to fulfil his intention.
